2 WW) ther ro.chooſe,or not rochooſeCommairrees for Arti- 
(Gd eg@)R cles,& whenthey reſolve to chooſe anent the manner 
of eleftion of them, & anent their uſe and power:By reaſon the-fame is 
not yet determined nor ſet down by any Acts of former Parliaments; 
for removing whereof, & avoyding the great prejudice which by expe- 


. riencethey find will hereby redound to this Ringdom,and rothe liber- 


ty,freedom 8& dignity of the ſupreme Courts of Parliament, They have 
thought it neceſſary that a ſolidOrder be fer down,as wel declaring the 
Liberty of theParliament,in the manner of xheir Procerdings by them- 
ſelves alone,or by Committees forArticles,as preſcribing the form anc 
manner ofthe ele&ion of theſe Committees for Articles,and defining 
their uſe, power,and manner of proceeding to be obſerved in all times 
coming. AND THEREFORE have ſtature and declared, Tharac- 
conny to the Liberty of all free Judicatorjes,anenttheir own prepara- 
rorie Commitrees ; all ſubſequent Parliaments, may according xo the 
importance of Aﬀars for the tume,cither chooſe,or not chooſe ſeverall 
Committees for Articles, as they ſhall think expedient, And that any 
ſubſequent Parliaments _—— of Committees for Arcicles, 
toPrepare matters forthem,ſhall proceed inmanner following, Te Wits 
That theſe of the Noblemen,; ſhalbe named and choſeiby the Noblc- 
men themſelves, out of their number.

either for, oragainſt the ſamine, The ſaid Eſtates may ordain ſuch of 
the ſaids Articlesasthey find to deſerve conſideration to bee formed 
and paſt as Articles to bee To—_ in plain Parliament. Andin caſe it 
ſhall happenthem to omit or forget to make report to the Eſtates , -as 
faidis, ot any ofthe ſaids Articles, withtheirreaſons for, or againſt the 
ſame, Ir ſhalbe lawfull in that caſe to the in-givers of the ſaids Articles, 
to proponethe wn 9 plain Parliament, that they may there 
be determinedanddecided. And farther, to the effec that the faids 
Eſtates may be in readines to receive all Articles which ſhalbe given.in 
and preſented ro the Parliament , andeitherto give anſwer thereunto 
themſelves, if they ſhallthink it expedient,or ocherwile ro recommend 
the ſameto the ſaid Committee, to be digeſted by them, and reported, 
as faid is. I T is thought fit and declared, Thar the reſt of the E- 
ſtates , by and beſidetheſe of the ſeverall Committees to the Articles 
ſhalbe holden continually ro fit for receiving , adviſing , and diſcuſ- 
ingot all Articles , Propoſitions , Overtures, and Matters ſhall be 
= ted to them fromthe beginning of rhe Parliament to the clo- 

ure thereof. And ſuch like , & a all the {aids Articles are paſt and 
diſcuſt bythe ſaids Eſtates in manner foreſaid,Thatthey ſhall rake ſuch 
a competent time as they ſhall chink requiſite, according to the number 
and importance ofthe Aﬀaires in hand , To reviſe and conſider the fa- 
mine again before the day of voycing , That they may be well and 
ripely adviſed thereanent.

T HE Kings Majeſtic having graciouſly declared,that itis His Royall 
will and pleaſure, that all queſtions Som Religion , and ' matters 
Eccleſiaſticall, bedetermined by aſſemblies of the Kirk , having alſo 
by publick Proclamation indicted this Free Nationall Aſſembly, 
for ſctling the preſent diſtraions of this Kirk , and foreſtabliſhing

of a perfect peace againſt ſuch diviſions and diſ-orders as have been 
ſore diſpleafing-to His Majeſtie, and grievous to all his good ſub- 
jets. And now his Majeſties Commiſhoner, Fohn Earl of Traquaire, 
inſtructed andauthorized witha full Commiſhon , being preſent and 
ſittingin this aſſembly , now fully conveened and orderly conſtitute in 
all the members thereof : according tothe order of this Kirk, having 
at large declared His Majeſties zeal to the reformed Religion, and His 
Royall care and tender affeRion to this Kirk, where His Majeſtic had 
both His Birth and Baptiſme , His great diſpleaſure at; the manifold 
diſtraions and diviſions of this Kirk and Kingdom, and His deſires 
to have all our wounds perfetly cured with.a faire and father] 

hand; Andalthough in the way approven by this Kirk , tryall hah 
been taken in former Aſſemblies before, from the Kirk Regiſters, to 
our full fatisfaRion , yet the Commiſhoners Grace making particu- 
lar inquirie from the members of the Aſſembly,now ſolemnly convee- 
ned, concerning the reall and true cauſes of ſo many and great evills, 
at this time paſt,had ſo ſore troubled the peace of this Kirk and King- 
dome, IT was repreſented ro His Majeſties Commiſſioner, by this 
Aſſembly,thar,belide many other,the main and moſt materiall cauſes 
were, firſt the preſſing of this Kirk by the prelates,with a Service book 
or book of Common prayer, without warrant or dire&ion the 
' Kirk, and containing, beſide the popiſh frame thereof, divers popiſh 
errours and ceremonies, and the ſeeds of manifold and grofle ſuperſti- 
tions and idolatrie;'With a book of Canons, without warrant or dirc- 
Rion from the Generall Aſſembly, eſtabliſhing a tyrannicall power 0- 
yer theKirk,in the perſons of the Biſhops,and overthrowing the whole 
Piſcipline and Governmenr'of the Kirk by Aſſemblies ; With a-book 
of Conſfecration and Ordination,without warrant of authoritie Civill 
or Ecclefiaſticall , appointing offices in the houſe of God, whichare 
not warranted by the word of God,and repugnant to the Diſcipline 
and Ads of our Kirk;And with the HighCommiſſon,ereed without 
the conſent of this Kirk, ſubverting the juriſdiction ahd ordinary Judi- 
catories of this Kirk, and giving to perſons meerly Ecclefiaſticall.the 
, power of both ſwords , and toperſons meerly civill, the power of the 
keyes and kirk cenſures. A ſecond cauſe was the Articles of Perth,viJ- 
the obſervation of Feſtivall dayes, kneeling at the Communion,Con- 
firmation, Adminiſtration of the Sacraments in private places , which 
were brought in by a twll Aſſembly, and are contrary ro the Confeſſi- 
on of Faith , as it was meant and fabſcribed,; .1-n 1580. and diverſe 
times.{ince ; and tothe order and conſtitution of this Kirk. Thirdly, 
the change ofthe Government of the Kirk;from the Aflemblies of the 
Kirk, to the perſons of ſoine Kirkmen, uſurping priority and power 0- 
ver their Brethren, by the way, and-under the name of Epiſcopall Go- 
'vernment, againſt the confeſſion of Faith, 1580. againſt the order ſer 
down in the book of policie , and againſt the intention and conſtituti- 
ons of this Kirk from the beginning. Fourthly , the civill places and 
power of Kirkmen, their ſitting in Seſſion , Councell, and Exchequer, 
their ryding, ſitting, and voycing in Parliament,and their fitting in the

the main lett and impedimentto this ſo good a work, and fo much 
wiſhed by all , to have beenthe Informations made to his Majeſtie,

and underthe reigne of 107. Kings, is moſt chearfully acknowledged 
by us andourpredecefſours : and that we never had , nor have any in- 
tention nordefire to attemptany thing that may tend tothe diſhonour 
of God, or the diminution ofth@Kings greatneſle and authoritie : But 
on the contrary, acknowledging our quietnes,ſtabilitie and happines to 
depend uponthe ſafety ofthe Kings Majeſties Perſon, and maintenance 
of his greatnes and royall authoritie who is Gods Vice-gerent ſer over 
us, for the maintenance of Religion.and miniſtration of Juſtice , Wee 
have ſolemnly ſworn and do ſweare, not only our mutuall concurrence

hearing , and receiving thereof, ( whether of their owne number or 
any other they pleaſe to nominate) and with power to them, to allow 
and diſallow , as they ſhall find equitable, and expedient, for what 
ever the ſaids Commiſſioners ſhall either uplift and borrow forthe 
publick uſe , or ſhall find due, ow any compts, bands, bills of ex- 
change , or other furniſhing or debt already borrowed, and adyanced 
for the uſe of the publick, either in money, victuall, or any other ne- 
ceſfar furniſhing whatſoever , the ſamie compts being fitted and found 
lawfull by the faids. commiſſioners and their auditors foreſaids. The 
faids Eſtates declares that what ſhall be found due, or reſting there- 
of ſhall be a lawfull debt, and burthen, which ſhall burthen and 
affe@ the ſaids Eſtates, who do hereby bind and oþliſh them and their 
ſucceſſors, to pay, relieve, ramburſe, and defray the ſame: Like as the 
faids Eſtates of Parliament, doe hereby give and grant full power and
